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4 library is as waluable for research as its individual “iteme," inclating se 
books, reprints, theses, and other pamphlets are useful for the various profes- 
sions. The value of a medical library in modern medical research depends chief~ 
ly upon its collection of medical journals. This is because the chief method of 
propagating medical knowledge, which comes through observations and experiments 
made in laboratories and at the bedside, is by publishing shorter or longer ar- 
ticles in medical magazines. Books are usually three or four years behind the 
latest advances in medicine. 

Medical libraries may have not a single old or rare book and still they may 
be of great importance for a smaller or jarger circle of clinictans,practitioners, 
and academically inclined people in their communities. We can even imagine a med- 


_fcal library wfth not more than about 5,000 books and not more than a hundred 


medical journals whose busy life and very efficiently organized interlibrary loan 
system plays an important role in medical research. We can also conceive of a 
huge library with hundreds of thousands of medical books on its shelves with an 
undermanned staff and with an obsolete and incorrect card catalog, where no ef- 
fort is made to achieve anything higher than the storage of books and journals. 

Modern research needs few old publications. In medicine, the demand on the 
part of the various specialties for old books and other old publications is a 
different affair. Of course, the man who studies the development of medicine and 
the occurrence of diseases throughout the ages, or who is engaged in an investi- 
gation of the social role of physicians and in the historical aspect of any sub- 
ject related to medicine, needs any old book he can put his hand on, Such men 
are rarely found in the medical profession, and even for the scholar it is of 
more value to have the latest critical edition of Galen's works published by the 
Prussian Academy of Sciences, for example, than a first edition of a Galen print- 
ed in the 16th century, for the latter may have many errors, the text being prob- 
ably copied from an unreliable medieval manuscript. Any critical edition may cost 
only a few dollars while the first edition is probably held at several hundred 
dollars because it may be an autographed copy of Erasmus, or bound in stamped 
leather for the King of France. What good does it do the library to have the ex- 
pensive first edition with an incorrect text when for a few dollars one can ob- 
tain a satisfactory edition with correct text?

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Beside the medical historian and the student of medical literature itself, 
there are but few medical specialties which need to turn back the pages of time 
and to consult old medical publications, I could enumerate them on my fingers, 
and even for these specialties the publications of the 19th century are more im- 
portant than those of earlier times. 

Considering the general demands, large libraries formerly separated their 
holdings into two large groups: a working library for the needs of the majority of 
students, and a depository library containing the older material very infrequently 
called for. There are some modern scientists who judge the value of a library 
only by its working portion, and consider the rest a mere ballast. They forget, 
however, that any modern medical working library becomes obsolete in a few years. 
The U. S. Treasury Department, if I remember correctly, allows five years for the 
total depreciation of a private professional library. A public or semi-public 
medical library will deteriorate perhaps in ten years if nothing new is added to 
it. So the research value of a library is only of short duratien: the modern, up- 
to-date textbooks have to be replaced by new editions; the current journals must 
be bound at the end of the year, used for a few more years, and then they in turn 
come out of the normal circulation. Books have a sad fate indeed. 

But should they be entirely forgotten? Should the librarian do something for 
their sake? I think he ought to. The depository part of a medical library should 
mot be necessarily a tomb of books which only the librarian decorates on certain 
momorial days. He should attempt to create a demand for the old medical books 
among the mombers of non-medical professions. Even if the laboratory man no longe 
needs the works of Celsus, a professor of Latin still may be interested in the 
language of Celsus. Even if a clinician is no longer interested in the medical 
letters of Manardo, they are still valuable sources for a student of the history 
of the Renaissance. Even if an old Mexican gynecological journal is valueless 
for the modern obstetrician, it still is a valuable reference work for a student 
of Mexican life and folklore, 

Such examples could be continued endlessly, and it is a challenge to the in- 
genuity of the medical librarian, the resuscitation of the dead books, bringing 
them to light from dusty corners of the stacks or from storage rooms in the base- 
ment, and offering them to people interested for study. Thus the whole library 
remains fresh and valuable, and no longer solely of interest to the medical re- 
search worker.
